All over the world to-day, in work and in sport, horses are asked to do 
many thousands of different tasks. The test of their ability is, of course, 
the competence with which they perform these tasks—in this sense there 
are as many tests as there are tasks. In the field of international sport, 
however, there is one test which has come to be recognised as the complete 
test—what the Federation Equestre Internationale (F.E.I.), the governing 
body of international equestrian competition, calls the Concours Complete 
d’Equitation. In its most severe form this is the Three Day Event of the 
Olympic Games—dressage the first day, endurance the second day, includ- 
ing roads and trails, steeplechase and cross country jumping for a total of 
more than 20 miles, and stadium jumping the third day. In its modified 
forms it is reduced in difficulty to various levels of proficiency, all the way 
down to tests suitable for children. The training of horse and rider at all 
levels is known as Combined Training and the competitive events as Com- 
bined Training Events. 

Heretofore in this country we have had two organisations concerned 
with Combined Training. One is the U. S. Pony Clubs, Inc. Following the 
example of its parent body the British Pony Club, the training programs 
of horse and rider and the competitive rallies used as tests and teaching 
aids by the U. S. Pony Clubs are Combined Training programs and events. 
Pony Club membership carries only through the age of 17, however, and 
Associate Membership until the age of 21. 

At the other end of the scale is the second organisation concerned 
with Combined Training, the U. S. Equestrian Team, Inc. charged with the 
responsibility of fielding a Three Day Team to represent this country in 
international competition, more particularly in the Pan-American and 
Olympic Games every four years. The U.S.E.T. also has, of course, the 
responsibility for our Grand Prix de Dressage representatives and for our 
Prix des Nations (jumping) Team. So far it is the latter team which has 
met with special success in international competition and for a very good 
reason. Grand Prix Dressage and Combined Training are relatively new 
sports in this country. Show ring jumping on the other hand has been 
long established, the junior competitions for the A.H.S.A. Medal and 
Maclay classes being particularly notable. In consequence we have had an 
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ample reservoir of jumping riders 
and horses from which to draw in 
forming our Prix des Nations squad. 

Recognising this fact the U. S. 
Equestrian Team for the past few 
years has endeavored to establish 
more Combined Training events in 
this country, hoiding a _ national 
competition for the Wofford Cup 
in the two years before the Pan- 
American and Olympic Games; des- 
ignating the Pebble Beach Three 
Day event in California as its official 
try-outs last June; and appointing 
H. S. Treviranus its Technical Ad- 
visor for Combined Training to pro- 
mote such events in the East. Be- 
cause of this activity and because 
of the efforts of private individuals 
in many other localities, we have 
had in 1959 over 20 adult Combined 
Training Events and at least three 
instruction Centers. 

In consequence the need has be- 
come obvious for a third organi- 
sation concerned with Combined 
Training, an organisation which 
would take over the gap between 
the activities of the U. S. Pony Clubs 
at the junior level and the activities 
of the U. S. Equestrian Team at the 
international level. The steps lead- 
ing up to the formation of this 
organisation, the U. S. Combined 
Training Association, its officers and 
purposes ,are set forth below. Over 
a period of years its educational 
program should have a profound in- 
fluence in raising the standard of 
riding and of schooling horses in this 
country. As such it deserves the 
whole-hearted support of all of us.

At Louisville, at Derbytime, you know 
that the man across from you at the 
restaurant table is from out of town, 
because everybody in Louisville is from 
out of town during the week ending on the 
first Saturday in May. 

The natives, wisely, do not patronize 
public eating places during Derby week. 

If you engage your tablemate in con- 
versation, you will find that he lives in 
Duluth (or Tacoma, or New Orleans) and 
comes in each year for the Derby. 
‘*Wouldn’t miss one,”’ he'll tell you. 

A naive Kentucky Derby regular spend- 
ing a couple of days in Washington, D.C., 
just before the International could very 
easily jump to a wrong conclusion. With 
his single-track mind focussed only on 
Laurel’s horse Olympic he could be car- 
ried away with the notion that the world 
has come to see the race. In Washington, 
there are out-of-towners from Spain, 
France, England, Russia, Thailand, India, 
Japan, Liberia and Nationalist China, to 
mention a few. 

If the naive Derby regular asked the 
gent across from him at luncheon for his 
opinion on ‘‘the race,”’ it is possible that 
the answer will come in Siamese (if that’s 
what they still call the language). 

The congenital Churchill client will 
learn before long that some people go to 
Washington for less interesting purposes 
than watching horseraces,. 

This never happens in Louisville. 

It comes as a shock tothe Turf devotee 
that the gay social and sporting whirl 
that revblves around the International 
makes somewhat less of a dent on Wash- 
ington then the Derby does on Louisville. 

Though the business of running a 
government and of representing sundry 
others continued in the Nation’s Capitol, 
despite the pleasant distractions of the 
racecourse, there was plenty of evidence 
in the city that a major sporting event was 
at hand, 

Store windows were full of pictures of 
horses and flags of the competing coun- 
tries, and sports-minded waiters and 
knowledgeable hotel doormen did not per- 
mit diplomatic amenities to carry their 
thoughts too far away from the really im- 
portant things of life. 

The next dinner guest or the next 
passenger debarking from a limousine 
might be the rider of Aggressor Il or the 
trainer of Bald Eagle. 

Earnest and generous service could 


bring the word that would mean a degree 
of wealth. 

When people of Washington and Balti- 
more and the world in general closed in on 
Laurel for the stellar event they were met 
with an exhibition of color and glamour 
that would have done credit to the late 
Cecil B. De Mille. 


Color Everywhere 

Huge banners hung against the en- 
trance side of the clubhouse and others 
waved in the breeze beside the approaches, 
On the roof there were still others. 

A lady from Ohio, trying to drink in 
the panorama of brilliance in one glance 
pointed to the roof. ‘‘Between the two 
American flags,”’ she said, pointing, ‘‘that 
must be the Russian one.” 

The Honorable J. Millard Tawes, 
Governor of Maryland would have been 
stunned by that observation, because the 
same flag hangs over his state house in 
Annapolis. 

If the naive Derby regular could have 
gained entrance to the pressbox on Inter- 
national Day he would have been happy, 
because there, he would have found dedi- 
cated souls from everywhere, interested 
only in racing. Several correspondents 
from faraway places carried recorders 
and poured words into them that carried 
the race to homefolk all the way around 
the world. 


Second American-Bred Winner 
The 1959 International did not provide 
as exciting a finish as some of the others, 
but it did give America its second vic- 
tory. Some hold that it was the third win

for this country, but in my own personal 
record book, a horse has to be born in 
America to represent this land in an inter- 
national race. Naturalized horses count for 
their native countries. 

You may argue that naturalized citizens 
may represent their adopted countries in 
the human Olympic games, but Idon’t plan 
to get up a personal record book on people. 
If I did, I’d be just as stubborn about that, 
and I’d_ require an asterisk before the 
name. 

*Tudor Era, Bald Eagle and Midnight 
Sun made most of the running and, after 
a mile, no other horse got close to them, 
*Tudor Era took the lead from the break 
and passing the stands, with a mile to go, 
led Bald Eagle by one length. Midnight 
Sun was a half length back of Bald Eagle, 
with Lea B., Aggressor Il and Flang 
pressing close. 

After another half mile the first three 
were in the same relative positions, but 
the opposition was falling away. *Mi Carina 
had moved up to fourth, but was five 
lengths back of the leaders. 

Bald Eagle took over first place going 
around the long turn and was in front by 
five lengths with a quarter to go. Mid- 
night Sun passed the pacemaker and closed 
well but still was 2 1/2 lengths off the 
money at the wire. 

It was 4 1/2 back to *Tudor Era, third 
to finish. He was eight lengths before Mi 
Carina, and the French-bred, Greentree- 
owned filly led the Russian Garnier by 12. 

A collision between *Vogel and *Pen- 
silvania III at the clubhouse turn eliminat- 
ed those two and might have made the situa- 
tion more difficult for one or two of the 
others. Neither of the jockeys, W. Camer 
and G, Avila, were injured. 

Bald Eagle was bred by Captain Harry 
F, Guggenheim and is owned by the same 
gentleman’s Cain Hoy Stable. Midnight 
Sun, the property of F. Dupre, represent- 
ed France. 

The race was worth $70,000 to Cain 
Hoy and brought Bald Eagle’s 1959 earn- 
ings to $223,827. The four-year-old colt 
has won 3 races, been second in 3 and 
third in 1 during 1959 in ten starts, He is

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Easy Mark 


Laurel 

The Washington, D. C, International at 
Laurel, on Veterans Day, Nov. 11, hada 
nine nation representation with twelve 
starters. However, only ten finished. R. E. 
Faircloth’s *Vogel (New Zealand-bred) 
struck G. Rotundo’s ‘*Pensilvania Ill 
(Argentina) and lost his rider, W. Camer. 
*Pensilvania Ill, a 4-year-old filly, inturn 
unseated jockey G, Avila. 

The start from a tape was fair but this 
did not deter the winner, Cain Hoy Stable’s 
Bald Eagle. Jockey Manuel Ycaza kept a 
snug hold on his mount, stayed close to 
the pace and made his move after com- 
pleting the first turn of the course in the 
mile and one-half classic. He went on to 
establish a long lead and won easily by 
two and one-half lengths over F, Dupre’s 
*Midnight Sun (France). The third horse 
to finish was Mrs. H. Herff’s *Tudor Era 
(U. S. owned), the favorite. Greentree 
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Stable’s *Mi Carina, representing France 
finished 4th. 

Bald Eagle, the 4-year-old bay son of 
*Nasrullah out of the Tiger mare Siama, 
was bred by his owner. W. C. Stephens 
trains him, The loot out of the $100,000 
added purse amounted to $70,000 net. It 
gave Bald Eagle over a quarter of a mil- 
lion for his 1959 campaigning. 

The 1959 Washington, D. C, Inter- 
national had all the ingredients for agreat 
show, but as an athletic contest of horses 
and riders it lacked the contention to make 
it a great race, 


Aqueduct 

Thirteen 2-year-olds came out for the 
46th running of The RemsenStakes, amile 
race at Aqueduct on Noy, 11th, with a $30, 
000 added purse. Windfields Farm’s Vic- 
toria Park came from behind to hit the 
wire one and one-quarter lengths in front 
of Wheatley Stable’s Progressing. G. 
Zauderer’s Fleet Greek, the favorite, fin- 
ished in the show spot andA, J. Ostriker’s 
Catapult was 4th. Victoria Park’s time was 
1.37 1/5 over a fast track. 

Victoria Park is a bay colt by Chop 
Chop-Victoriana, by Windfields, bred by 
E. P. Taylor, owner of Windfields Farm. 
Senor H, A. Luro is the trainer and Eric 
Guerin was in the irons. The Canadian- 
bred Victoria Park collected $23,050 for 
this effort. 


The Idlewild 

The 3rd running of The Idlewild, a 
$25,000 added handicap stakes, for 3-yr- 
olds and up, at one and one-eighth miles 
was the feature of the Sat., Nov. 14, racing 
card at Aqueduct. Ten started and the vic- 
tory went tothe only 3-year-old inthe race, 
Wheatley Stable’s The Irishman. He won 
easily and finished four lengths in front of 
E. M. F. Guerrico’s *Anisado, Foxcatcher 
Farm’s Rose Trellis was third and K. D. 
Smith’s Coloneast 4th. The Irishman ran 
the one and one-eighth miles in 1.48 4/5, 
a new track record for Aqueduct. 

The Irishman is a brown colt by *Nas- 
rullah out of the Fighting Fox mare Bold 
Irish and was bred by his owner. J. Fitz- 
simmons trains him and R. Ussery was the 
rider. The Irishman’s latest effort added 
$18,615 to the coffers of Wheatley Stable 
(Mrs. H. C. Phipps). 


Garden State Park 

The $50,000 added Vineland Handicap 
headlined the card at GardenState Park, on 
November 11, It was a handicap stakes for 
3-year-olds and up, fillies and mares, at 
one and one-eighth miles. Seven answered 
the call and again the only three-year- 
old entered took the works. High Bid, 
owned and bred by Wheatley Stable, de- 
feated Castle Rock Farm’s Miss J. G., 
by one and three-quarter lengths. Calumet 
Farm’s A Glitter was the show horse 
and King Ranch’s Dotted Line finished 
in the number four slot. The winner was 
clocked at 1.49 3/5. 
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High Bid is a bay filly by To Market- 
Stepping Stone, by *Princequillo. J. Fitz- 
simmons is the trainer and Hank Moreno 
was in the saddle. High Bid made $36, 
665 in this one and it boosted her career 
earnings well over the $100,000 mark, 


The Princeton Handicap 

Garden State Park closed its 1959 
racing program with the 7th running of 
The Princeton Handicap on Thursday, 
November 12, A handicap stakes for 3- 
year-olds and upwards, it drew thirteen 
starters, who elected to go the six fur- 
longs for the $20,000 added purse. 

Clermont Stable’s Rick City ran down 
the leaders in the run to the wire and 
finished one and one-quarter lengths to the 
good of Mrs. W. F. C. Guest’s and Charles 
H. Wacker III’s Clandestine. Howell E. 
Jackson’s Tick Tock was third and Brook- 
field Farm’s I’ve Got Rhythm 4th, Rick 
City was timed at 1.09 4/5 forthe six fur- 
longs over a fast track, 

Rick City is a 3-year-old bay gelding 
by *Windy City II out of Ricky’s Mom, by 
Okapi. R. L. Stevenson rode him and J. 
Carroll was the trainer. Mrs. Harvey C. 
Fruehauf is the breeder. The score made 
$15,568.75 for Rick City’s connections. 


Pimlico 

Nine 2-year-olds, foaled in Maryland, 
went postward in the 13th running of The 
Pimlico Breeders’ Stakes. An allowance 
stakes, it had an added value of $7,500 and 
was run at a distance of one and one-six- 
teenth miles, on Friday, Nov. 13. It was 
won by P. A. Cresci’s Creswood Dottie 
who finished four and one-half lengths in 
front of Harford Stable’s Miss Thing. J. 
A. B. Hoy’s Adapt was 3rd and Mrs. J. 
Fisher, Jr.’s Devlish Mary was 4th. The 
time was 1.46 3/5 over a fast track, 

Creswood Dottie is a chestnut filly by 
The Pincher or Call Over out of Virginia 
Beach, by Johnstown, bred by H. B. 
Marcus. She is trained by J. B. Bond 
and Howie Grant was in the saddle. The 
net value of the purse was $5,465.50. 


Churchill Downs 

The Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes, a 
one mile race for 2-year-olds was the 
big money race at Churchill Downs on 
Sat., Nov. 14, It had a $25,000 added 
purse and drew a field of eleven. P. A. B. 
Widener III’s Oil Wick, who before this 
race was an obscure son of Oil Capitol- 
Wicki Wicki, by Balladier, came from be- 
hind to grab off the $30,314 net value of 
the purse. 

Jockey R. Dever was the rider and the 
time was 1,39 2/5. Lester G. Joffrion is 
the trainer. Cain Hoy Stables’ All Hands 
was the runner up while J. Graham Brown’s 
Run For Nurse was third. 

P. A. B. Widener III and Dr.C. G. Mc- 
Lean bred the colt and they collected a 
$1000 breeder’s award for his first stakes 
victory.

Two Top Two-Year-0/ds

For all the multiplicity of rich two- 
year-old racing opportunities nowadays, 
two events stand out among the dozen 
or so $100,000 stakes for juveniles as the 
top contests in determining the freshman 
championship, These are the traditional 
Futurity, run this season at the new 
Aqueduct; and the relatively new Garden 
State Stakes, the richest race in the 
world, They have come to be regarded 
as the juvenile equivalents of the three- 
year-old classics. 

This season neither winner participat- 
ed in the other race, so there is no easy 
way of comparing the Futurity captor, 
Greentree Stable’s Weatherwise, with the 
Garden State victor, Bellehurst Stable’s 
Warfare. The fact that the former came 
from Kentucky and the latter from Cali- 
fornia promises to add an intersectional 
spice to the rivalry that may be anticipated

for the next several months, 

Yet there are certain points of similar- 
ity between the pair. Both are April foals. 
Both are home-breds for all practical 
purposes. Both are by young sires who 
were themselves top performers over 
classic distances. Both are half-brothers 
to other stakes winners, yet neither pos- 
sesses strong classic breeding in the 
close-up maternal line. The great Eng- 
lish patriarch Hyperion figures prom- 
inently in the pedigrees of both. 

Taking a line through the good colt 
Tompion, beaten a neck by Weatherwise 
in the Sanford Stakes and alengthby Wer- 
fare in the Champagne Stakes, one would 
have to grant the latter a slight edge, 
particularly since he hasprobably been 
meeting better company. 


Son Of Determine 
The gray son of Determine - War 
Whisk, by War Glory, won the Charles 
S. Howard Stakes in California; and show- 
ed in the Westchester Stakes, Hollywood 
Juvenile Championship and Del Mar Futur- 





ity. Since coming East, he set new Aque- 
duct records of 1:22 3/5 in the seven- 
furlong Cowdin Stakes to top Vital Force, 
Bally Ache and Tompion; and 1:35 1/5 
in the mile Champagne to prevail, as 
mentioned, by a length over Tompion 
and Bally Ache. 

It was the same pair, though in re- 
verse order, that finished closest to 
Warfare in the Garden State on Halloween. 
His final margin was only half a length; 
but it was hard-earned in an impressive 
effort over a top field. This was his sixth 
win in 14 starts, with a place and four 
shows to help amass his earnings of 
$394,610, only $1,850 short of the record 
juvenile total set by First Landing last 
season, 

Foaled April 26, 1957, Warfare is not 
technically a home-bred, although for 
practical purposes he may be sodesignat-

ed. He was bred by C. H. Jones and Sons, 
who dispersed their Thoroughbred hold- 
ings on Jan. 6. He was bought out of the 
dispersal for $12,000 by one of the Jones 
sons, Clifton Jones, bidding through the 
agency of Rex Welch. Bellehurst Stable is 
the nom de course of Clifton Jones. 

At the same vendue, Warfare’s dam and 
three of her other foals were also sold. 
The mare, barren, went to Manuel Jacinto 
for $2,200. Her four-year-old Pedigree 
filly Whiskaroo was bid in by Clarence 
Bernardo for $1,400, the three-year-old 
Count Speed colt Speedy Mayhem was pur- 
chased for $14,000 by Roy Swenson, and the 
yearling Lights Up filly brought $1,500 
from Bernie Anderson. 

Warfare belongs to the first crop of the 
Jones-syndicated Determine, who stands 
at Laguna Seca Ranch, Monterey, Cal. 

Himself a $12,000 purchase as ayear- 
ling from Dr. Eslie Asbury by Andy Cre- 
volin, Determine won the San Franciscan 
and Robert O’Brien Handicaps at two; and 
was unplaced only four times in 14 juvenile 
starts. The next season he was never out 
of the money in 15 attempts; and his 10 
victories included the San Gabriel and 
Debonair Stakes, San Felipe, San Jose, 
Peter Clark, Oakland and Golden Gate 
Handicaps, Santa Anita, Bay Meadows 
and Kentucky Derbies. As a four-year- 
old he accounted for the Malibu Sequet 
Stakes, Golden Gate Mile and Inglewood 
Handicap; and was awarded first place in 
the Santa Anita Maturity through the dis- 
qualification of Miz Clementine. 

Despite his small size, the gray suc- 
cessfully carried weights up to 128 pounds 
He was completely indifferent to fast, 
sloppy, muddy or heavy footing, as well as 
to any distance from six to ten furlongs. All 
told, he won 18 of 44 starts; was seven 
times second, nine times third and 10 
times unplaced to earn $573,360.

Unlike many noted stallions, who may 
get a lot of stakes winners but few of out- 
standing class, Tom Fool has sired only 
a handful of stakes victors, but most of 
them have been true standouts. His first 
crop, reaching the races in 1957, in- 
cluded the Futurity winner Jester, the 
three-year-old champion Tim Tam, and 
the useful sprinter Tom Thumb. Dunce, 
captor of this year’s Arlington Classic 
and American Derby, belongs to Tom 
Fool’s second group of foals, And Tom- 
pion and Weatherwise are in their sire’s 
third crop. 

Their exploits, as well .as those of 
Dunce and Tom Thumb, have considerably 
extended Tom Fool’s sire record, which at 
the opening of the year read eight winners 
of 24 races and $658,700. He is now well 
over the $1,200,000 mark, certainly one of 
the youngest sires ever to achieve the 
millionaire level, 

He has always seemed to specialize, 
though, in making the difficult look 
relatively easy. Purchased privately as a 
yearling from Duval A. Headley for a re- 
ported $40,000, he lost only two of seven 
starts at two to become the juvenile cham- 
pion of 1951, with victories inthe Sanford, 
Grand Union Hotel and East View Stakes, 
and Belmont Futurity. A cough and fever 





kept him out of the classics early the next 
year; but he came back later inthe season 
to rank as one of the best three-year-olds, 
with only one unplaced effort in 13 
attempts. Among his halfadozenvictories 
were the Wilson, Jerome and Sysonby 
Miles, Grey Lag and Empire City Handi- 
caps. And at four he was the unbeaten 
handicap champion and ‘‘Horse of the 
Year,”” including the Metropolitan, Subur- 
ban, Carter and Brooklyn Handicaps, Pim- 
lico Special, and second runnings of the 
Wilson and Sysonby among his 10 scores. 

In the Special he set a new Pimlico 
record of 1:55 4/5 for 1 3/16 miles, and 
in the Carter he equaled the old Aqueduct 
seven-furlong mark of 1:22 under 135 
pounds, He carried weights up to 136 with 
complete indifference, and it likewise 
made no apparent “‘never-mind” to him 
whether the track was fast or sloppy. He 
won at distances from 5 1/2 furlongs to 
1 1/4 miles, and could skip blithely from 
eight to ten furlongs within a four-day

span, Altogether he won 21 of 30 starts; 
ran second seven times, third once and 
once unplaced, to earn $570,165. 

That he should make a top sire of 
juveniles, with two Futurity winners in 
his first three crops, is hardly surpris- 
ing. He was himself, as mentioned, the 
juvenile champion and Futurity winner of 
his season; and so was his sire, Menow, 
who, in fact, set aworld record of 1:15 1/5 
for the Futurity’s then distance of a 
straight 6 1/2 furlongs. 


Foaled In Kentucky 

Weatherwise was foaled on April 23, 
1957, at Greentree Farm, the Lexington, 
Ky., establishment of Mrs, Charles S, 
Payson and her brother, Ambassador to 
Great Britain John Hay ‘‘ Jock” Whitney. 
Thus the Futurity winner is four days older 
than Warfare. 

The only racing-age foal of Weather- 
wise’s dam, the Hyperion mare *Sunset 
II, is the One Hitter filly Sunset Glow, 
winner of a division of this year’s Gazelle 
Handicap. 

*Sunset II herself took the Whitsuntide 
Foal Stakes and Grantchester Nursery 
Handicap, and 1,160 3/4 pounds in adozen 
English starts. The next dam produced the 
British stakes victors OwenGlendower and 
Cyrpess Point, the latter also winner of the 
Governor’s and Singapore Cups in Malaya.

NEW BETTING BILL IN ENGLAND 

One of the first acts of the re-elected 
Conservative Government is to introduce 
the long-awaited betting bill, which will 
undoubtedly become one of the most con- 
troversial measures of the present Par- 
liament’s life. 

The main provision of the bill is to 
introduce betting shops, on the lines al- 
ready adopted in Ireland, At present there 
is no provision at all for any money bet 
on horse racing to come back into horse 
racing, which all the authorities and 
bodies in the industry consider to be an 
essential part of the bill. A_ special 
committee is however being set up to in- 
vestigate this matter. The bill in any 
form is unlikely to become law till 1961.

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GARDEN STATE’S FLAG POLES 

Garden State has borrowed a good idea 
from Pimlico, At the latter track, a man 
shinnies up the flag pole atop the Mary- 
land Jockey Club (he doesn’t really shinny: 
he uses a ladder) right after The Preak- 
ness and he paints the colors of the win- 
ner on the jockey and the number on the 
saddle cloth of the horse which together 
make up the iron weather vans. Those 
colors and the number stay there until 
the next winner becomes official the fol- 
lowing year. 

Garden State has a horse and jock- 
ey replica on top of the club house roof 
too, As soon as the official sign flashes 
for the big race, The Garden State, this 
iron jockey gets a going over with the 
colors of the winner. The colors stay there 
until the following year the same as at 
Pimlico. 

There is another gimmick at Garden 
State to whoop things up for the big race. 
They have moved the winner’s circle to 
the infield right in front of the club house 
for the two big races, The Gardenia and 
The Garden State. In back of the winner’s 
circle are flagpoles, one for each entry 
in The Garden State. Up each of these 
poles before the race is run a pennant 
bearing the colors of one of the owners 
of one of the contestants. 

After the race is done, the winner’s 
colors are taken down from one of the 
group of poles and run up on the main 
flag pole under the Garden State banner. 
The winner’s colors will fly until another 
winner is determined the following year.

Myopia Hunt Horse Trials 


Ottershaw 


A break with tradition marked the third 
annual Horse Trials, sponsored by the 
Myopia Hunt, to everyone’s delight: Sunday 
October 18th was clear and not a drop of 
rain! Again, activities took place at Groton 
House, Ipswich, Mass., where the rolling 
grassland is singularly suited for the pur- 
pose along with first-rate visibility. 

Of the 24 horses which started, the 
majority are regularly hunted, and out of 
this group came the winners, both of the 
Open and Novice Divisions, A relatively 
higher standard than last year, did not 
prevent a number of newcomers from mak- 
ing their mark: One of these was P. B. 
Hofmann’s Holsteiner stallion, Hercules 
only four years old, ridden by Miss J. 
Hofmann, the defending champion of the 
previous year, With exemplary manners, 
Hercules almost won in the Novice Divi- 
sion, losing out only in the Stadium Jump- 
ing Test. The dressage test quickly brought 
to the fore Hercules with a score of 49 
penalty points, ridden with great accuracy, 
Mrs. F. P, Sears’ Benny riddenby Miss J. 
Griffith, 53 points and F, P. Sears, Jr., 
Gin Talk with 55 points. The rest of the 
field were not up to their standard, 


Cross-Country Course 

The cross-country course of 2 1/2 
miles was modified for the novices to 
exclude three obstacles closely group- 
ed in a wood, as well as the Valley 
Forge picket, leaving a total of 21, while 
the speed required was only 382 yards p. 
minute. This was more than sufficient for 
they all came in some 2 mimutes ahead of 
time, with Rockette (Miss B. Fogarty) 
setting the record, Again the Trakehner 
(#8) took the greatest toll presumably be- 
cause of the shadow in the ditch, two 
horses never passed beyond this point. 
Hercules and Gin Talk had a clear round, 
leading the rest by a wide margin, Benny 
having been withdrawn after the dressage 
test.

Storey) and Rebecca (Miss Susan Storey) 
all came in without penalties. It took the 
Jumping Test to finally determine the 
winner of the Novice Division as Gin Talk 
(F. P. Sears, Jr.) pulled ahead of Hercules, 
with only one knockdown, to receive the new 
Showboat Challenge Trophy given by Mrs. 
John Grew with 60 points, Hercules hav- 
ing four down, came next with 69, follow- 





ed by Rebecca and Rockette with 85, the 
others being far behind. 

~ The large crowd managed to have a 
perfect view of 2/3 of the entire cross 
country course from their vantage point, 
the large scoreboard telling of the in- 
dividual performances. With one excep- 
tion, dressage scores on the Open re- 
flected a sound standard, three of the 
contestants being in the 50’s: Bird-in- 
Hand (Miss I. Winthrop) 55, Sir Arthur 
(H. S. Treviramis) 56 and his brother, 
Sir Andrew (also Miss L Winthrop) 59, 
all of these being owned by the Winthrops. 
Even though the ‘‘N” Test used is one of 
the most elementary, it is apparent that

the Open horses are capable of one more 
difficult, which would further separate the 
contestants. 


Olympic Speed Used 

In the cross-country, the Olympic 
speed of 492 yds. was used, but without 
bonus points, Here, Sir Andrew had the 
ideal time, arriving home exactly on the 
Time Allowed. However, Sir Arthur scored 
the fastest round being 58 secs. early! 
All others incurred time penalty points, 
perhaps because of the rather high water 
mark of the Ipswich River which had tobe 
forded twice as in former years! And 
still the Trakehner was the major hind- 
rance on the course, in spite of its con- 
servative measurements. The last ob- 
stacle, much bemoaned beforehand, a giant 
castle wall made of straw bales, was 
successfully tackled by all. In view of the 
very few jumping penalties incurred in 
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this division, a more testing course is in 
order, or else this phase will not be suf- 
ficiently weighed in relation to the others. 
Coq’s Coronet (F. P. Sears, Jr.) a son of 
Coq d’Esprit, had the only completely 
trouble-free round, performing as if by 
clockwork, Again three horses were lying 
neck-to-neck, at this stage with Coq’s 
Coronet in the lead with 77.8, Sir Arthur 
(H. S. Treviranus) next with 78.6 and Sir 
Andrew (Miss I Winthrop) with 79, less 
than 2 points separating them! 

The same jumping course was used, 
most of the eleven fences being raised 
and spread sufficiently to eliminate two 
contestants. Sir Andrew went first and 
performing with an air of competence, 
this pair had only one down. Dana Hall 
School’s Brigadoon (Miss J. Morrissey) 
also took down one, Sir Arthur had been 
withdrawn, but his other stablemate, Bird- 
in-Hand (Miss I. Winthrop) scored the only 
faultless round. Coq’s Coronet unfortu- 
nately had three down as well as arefusal 
at the In & Out, to slide into third place in 
the Open Division, right behind Bird-in- 
Hand, who took reserve. Thus the re- 
doubtable Trials’ horse, Sir Andrew own- 
ed and ridden by Miss Iris Winthrop, re- 
ceived the new Seaworthy Memorial Chal- 
lenge Plate, a fitting tribute to a former 
companion-in-arms.

Hounds met on Thursday, October 
29th., at 8 A.M., at the corner of the 
Furnace and Fallston Roads. Dallas Leith 
had 15 1/2 couples of dog hounds. This 
was the last day of cub hunting and, as 
there had been a heavy frost that night, 
scenting conditions did not look promising. 
Hounds were cast into Mr. George Gid- 
ding’s covert, found a fox immediately and 
went away screaming, crossing Miss Boas’ 
lower fields into Newton Walker’s Woods. 
Here the fox turned right handed through 
Hugh Taylor’s and back into Giddings’ 
covert, running straight through to the 


lower end of the covert. It looked as if he 
was headed for Wards’, but again he made 
a big left hand turn and crossed Boas’ 
field into Walker’s Woods, This time he 
turned left handed crossing Furnace road 
into Calary’s meadow. Hounds drove him 
fast through Calary’s into the lower covert 
of Fishers’, and without a check drove 
him flying for the Jarrettsville Pike into 
Wylie’s. Hounds fairly flew across Wylie’s 
for Kreitler’s and pushed their fox along 
Kreitler’s meadow, he made a big left- 
hand joop over Mr. John Gross’s farm 
and back into Kreitler’s upper covert. 
Here hounds lost, which was welcomed 
by all the field as both themselves and 
horse had been going all out for fifty- 
five minutes.

Douglas, Capt.), Genesee Valley,N.Y. (E. 
Case, Capt.), London(J. Armstrong), Tor- 
onto and North York (K. Robson), Eglin- 
ton (D. Shorthill), Southlands, New York 
(H. Gaff), and Regina, Saskatchewan (N. 
Elder). 

The teams were blessed with fine 
weather throughout the five days of com- 
petition except for the second day when 
**B" riders rode their Dressage in a heavy 
rain, Most days, after horses and stables 
had been attended to, team members were 
allowed to swim in a near-by lake. 

Meals were both delicious and plentiful 
thanks to the wives of the local kinsmen. 

Stables were inspected periodically 
each day and marked for neatness and 
correctness, At the end of the five days 
Eglinton had accumulated the greatest 
number of points for this, therefore they 
won the coveted Stable Management 
Trophy. 

On Friday night a pleasant change was 
enjoyed by all when each team put on a 
short skit for the ‘‘camp-followers”’ and 
judges. These skits were both mounted 
and unmounted, Toronto-North York gave 
an hilarious take-off on the running of the 
Queen’s Plate while Regina mimicked the 
stuffiness of the English on their after- 
noon rides. However, London captured the 
Trophy again this year with a comical 
display of a Mexican Bull Fight com- 


plete with the bull (two team members in- 
side), matadors, picadors, senoritas and 
two outraged members of the S,P.C.A. 
who rescued Ferdinand. 

The Dressage, even though ridden in 
the rain, was very pretty to watch. There 
were very few outstanding rounds, but 
most showed a very good knowledge of this 
phase. 

The Cross Country for ‘‘C”’s posed 
no problem for most of the riders but the 
*fA”’ and ‘*B” course was quite a chal- 
lenge for every competitor. Up-and-down 
hill jumps, sharp turns, trappy places and 
long gallops proved to be a test for the 
riders’s knowledge as well as the horse’s 
ability. 

The Stadium Jumping was tricky but 
could not be classified as really difficult 
Unfortunately a serious accident occurred 
after the jumping. Emily Dunham (of T. & 
N.Y.) slipped on the grass when cczuing 
out of the ring and her horse broke a leg 
as he fell. It had to be destroyed. A col- 
lection was later made to buy her a new 
horse. 

A parade of all riders, helpers and 
horses led by three standard bearers in 
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Hunting Pink carrying flags of Canada, 
the U.S. and the British Horse Society 
opened the rally and the rally was closed 
by a mounted church service followed by 
a similar parade of teams, 

Thanks and gratitude to the many 
hosts and judges who made the 1959 Rally 
such an overwhelming success, Everyone 
had a marvelous time.

American entries in hunter classes 
at the Canadian National Exhibition, 
Toronto, Canada, made a very strong 
showing, especially the Max Bonham con- 
tingent.

Francis Scott Key, looking down from 
on high upon Madison Square Garden be- 
tween Nov. 3rd and 10th, must have beam- 
ed with pride on hearing the strains to 
which his immortal words are set ring out 
so often. 

For ‘‘The Star Spangled Banner”’ re- 
sounded to the rafters no less than six 
times, signifying that many victories for 
the United States Equestrian Team, un- 
disputed champions witha total point score 
of 126, 


U. S. Team Outstanding 

When Key wrote ‘‘The Star Spangled 
Banner,” Britain was our bitter opponent. 
Now, happily, time has changed all that, 
and we are opponents in friendly, sports- 
wise fashion, only. Therefore it was 
pleasant to here ‘‘God Save The Queen” 
played four times for Her Majesty’s most 
precious possession - the Dominion of 
Canada, which finished in second place with 
75 points. In fact, it was the British anthem 
which was heard first in the Garden as 
Jim Elder of Canada knocked off the open- 
er, the West Point Challenge Trophy, with 
a flawless ride aboard Isgilde, while Team 
Captain Doug Cudney placed second, 

The United States also cornered the 
market in individual points, Team Captain 
William C. Steinkraus finishing as the 
leading championship rider with 46 points, 
and team-mate Hugh Wiley as reserve 
champion with 30 points. 

Steinkraus won four individual vic- 
tories, among them the Individual Cham- 
pionship Challenge Trophy, riding Riviera 
Wonder, a happy combination, since 
Riviera Wonder is an old hand at winning 
championships at the Garden, He won the 
national championships in 1955, 1956 and 
1957 the only horse in the 76-year history 
of the National Horse Show to accomplish 
this astounding feat. The beautiful 9-year- 
old gray gelding is loaned to the team by 
Bernie Mann, who, of course, owned him 
at the time of his previous triumphs. 

Steinkraus also won the Fault and Out 
‘‘Democrat” trophy, (in memory of a fam- 
our USET horse, nota politician), with 
Trail Guide, a team-owned horse; the 
Royce Drake trophy, again with Riviera 
Wonder, and the Wagstaff trophy for the 
International Puissance with Ksar D’Es- 
prit, loaned by Miss Eleanora Sears. He 
placed 3rd and 4th in the West Point 
Trophy event ( a 2-horse deal), for his 
extra six points - the first places count- 
ing 10 points each. 

Wiley won two first place victories: 
the International Stake with two faultless 
rides, the second of which lasted an 
amazing 27.3 seconds, both aboard his 
own Nautical, and the second phase of 
the Low Score competition riding Nautical 
and Master William, loaned by Mr. and 
Mrs. William Joshua Barney. Wiley also 


took a second and two fourths. His fiery 
Palomino, Nautical, won the major share of 
honors in International jumping through- 
out Europe during 1959 and in view of 
this, he can be counted as one of the great- 
est, if not the greatest, jumper in the 
world at the present time. He did, how- 
ever, show somewhat the effects of this 
gruelling year by the time he reached 
the Garden, and his absence from Harris- 
burg for the Penn. National seemed justi- 
fied. However, the final results do not tell 
the whole story, as Nautical (like several 
others,) had many faultless rounds, but

lost out on time or jump-offs. 

The United States also won the Low 
Score trophy after a tie-breaking jump- 
off with Argentina, Final scores were: 
United States 12 faults, (none in the jump- 
off;) Argentina, 12, (16 in the jump-off;) 
Canada, 16; Mexico, 20, and Brazil, 24. 

Canada’s young Elder was third lead- 
ing rider in the competition, winning two 
victories and ending with 24 points. In 
addition to the West Point Trophy, he won 
the Pennsylvania National Trophy Fault 
and Out, again with Isgilde, loaned to the 


23 
Canadian team by Nick Pawlenko, and in- 
disputedly the best performing horse on 
the Canadian team. Teamed with Tom Gay- 
ford and Blue Beau, Elder and Isgilde 
captured the first phase of the Low Score 
event. Then these same twocombinations, 
with Doug Cudney and Blaney Castle added, 
nailed down the highly prized Nations Cup 
double event. 


South American Victories 

It was heartening that no nation was 
shut out from victory this year, each of 
the other three nations; Mexico, Argentina 
and Brazil, winning a class apiece. 
Mexico’s victory was accounted for by 
Ricardo Guasch, brilliant young star of the 
team, who retired the Good Will Challenge 
trophy for his nation and concluded with 
20 points. 

Nelson Pessao, of Brazil, was fourth 
leading rider with 22 points. He knocked 
down the Royal Winter Fair Fault and Out 
trophy, while team-mate Major Reyldo 
Ferreiro was second, 

Argentina’s first place victory came in 
the third low score event, for which there 
were no individual points; therefore 
Argentina did not score a first place in- 
dividual victory, although there were 
enough good rides and placings to make 
this nation stand third in results. 

Final run-down of team scores: United 
States, 126; Canada, 75; Argentina, 55; 
Brazil, 45; Mexico, 36, 


Windsor Castle Top Jumper 

In the open jumper division, Windsor 
Castle, who started out the show under 
the ownership of Marzano and Jayne, and 
wound up under the colors of Mr. andMrs. 
W. R. Ballard, was overwhelming cham- 
pion with 30 points one of the largest 
totals in NHS history. As is often the case, 
curiously enough, Windsor Castle failed 
to get up steam at the start, dropping 
the first twoclasses. Then he clobbered 
them by winning five firsts, a second 
and a third, (Famous last words often 
addressed to this scribe: ‘‘You and your 
Windsor Castle! He hasn’t done anything 
yet, and never will.” I always hate to say

**I told you so.”’) 

The bay gelding, snowed under the 
highly publicized defending champ, Harry 
de Leyer’s Snowman, who earned 15 points 
in three first place victories, including the 
stake, in which Windsor Castle placed sec- 
ond. One of Windsor Castle’s feats was to 
win all three phases of the Touch and Out, 
which in addition to carrying full cham- 
pionship points, also provided special 
points (6-4-3-2-1) for the series. Thus he 
had 18 points for the series, as com- 
pared with the nearest three competitors 
who tied for second with four points each, 
However, final results do not tell the whole 
story of the efforts of the horses at New 
York, for eliminations are held for several 
classes, actually making them two phase 
events, in which all winning performances 
do not show on the scoreboard. Miss 
Dorothy McLeod rode Windsor Castle to 
his tremendous victory. 

Snowman, however, did have his good 
share of the spotlight when he was ac- 
claimed PHA Champion with 137 points 
for the second successive year, a feat 
never before accomplished, at least for a 
number of years. DeLeyer’s wife and five 
small children, the latter all dressed in 
brilliant blue and red, came out to help 
him receive the trophy from lovely Mrs. 
D. Robert Motch - she and her husband 
being donors of the annual award. 

Worthy of mention were performances 
by aged Lariat, a former National Cham- 
pion owned by Mr. and Mrs. Frank Haw- 
kins, who won the three-phase knockdown 
and out, ridden by Linky Smith, Although 
he must be around 20 years old, having 
performed during the All Afire days a 
decade ago, he seems _ to have lost none 
of his fire, and snorting and prancing 
as much as he ever did. A few years ago 
he was known as “‘the horse with a hole 
in his head,’ because some unknown 
marauder took a potshot at him in the 
darkness, the bullet entering his head.But 
this mishap seemed never to have had any 
effect on him. 


Hunter Division 

In the conformation hunter division, 
Miss E. R. Sears redoubtable aged bay 
gelding Pike’s Peak was champion with 
15 points, after winning firsts in the 
amateur class, the Corinthian class, and 
the Gambril trophy for hunters, any weight, 
which he had previously won in 1956. Mrs. 
Edward Hogan, the former Joan Walsh, 
rode Pike’s Peak throughout the show. 
Reserve champion, with 13 1/2 points, 
was Mrs. A. C. Randolph’s Black Atom, 
ridden by Gene Pillion, except for the 
lady’s and amateur classes, when Miss 
Kathy Kusner was aboard. He won the 
Lady’s and the open, (anyweight) classes. 

Cold Climate, owned by Mrs. J. Deane 
Rucker, and ridden by Jack Payne, won the 
green conformation championship with 17 
1/2 points, by winning four out of the five 


classes in which he was entered. He won 
the model, the middle and heavyweight, the 
any weight and the stake classes. This very 
beautiful chestnut gelding also was cham- 
pion at the Pennsylvania National. Reserve 
in the division went to A. E. Knowlton’s 
Wait A Minute, who managed to earn 7 
points, five of which were gained in the 
lightweight class. The horse was ridden 
by Max O. Bonham, who, we were all happy 
to learn, is now permitted by his doctor 
to ride hunters. 

It’s hard to keep Miss Peggy Augustus 
out of the winner’s circle, a spot she’s 
occupied for quite a few years, despite 
her youth. This year, she was in that favor- 
ed place with Little Sailor, her handsome 
dappled gray gelding, who earned the tri- 
color in the Working Hunter division with 
17 points. She now has two legs on the 
championship challenge trophy, having 
won it with Defense in 1954. Her first 
place victories were in the lightweight 
class and the stake. Another staunch gray, 
Chappaqua, owned by Mr. and Mrs. Henry 
D. Paxson, with Alan King, Jr., aboard, 
placed in the reserve spot with eight 
points, including a first place ribbon in the 
open class, 

The week-end was given over to the 
kidlets, and there were certainly a lot of 
them, as always. Parnell (Chuckie) Gore 
and his Pretty Penny copped the under 13.0 
hand pony championship easily with 18 
points, winning three firsts and a third, 
Reserve went to another famous little 
pony, Smokey Joe, owned by Elise and 
Billy Boyce, Il, and ridden by Lance Le- 
Brun for nine points. 

It was tight going in the large pony 
division when J. Rodman Wanamaker, Jr., 
and Cathy tied with 13 points with Patricia 
Gorrell and Chase Me. The two hacked it 
off and Cathy, winner of two blues to Chase 
Me’s one, won the udges’ approval. 


British and U. S. Ponies Compete 

The Saturday night performance 
featured International Pony competition 
between teams of British and American 
riders. Some felt the judging was a little 
heavily balanced toward the British, par- 
ticularly as the British ponies did not per- 
form nearly so well over fences as the 
Americans, with the exception of the 
large pony winner Royal Show, owned by 
Miss A. Stubbings of England, and ridden 
by Miss Jenny Bullen, Of course, jumping 
only counted 20 per cent, but even so 
most onlookers felt the American children 
should have deserved more than a fifth 
place in the small pony division, where 
the first four places all went to British 
children, It was better in the large pony 
group, where American children placed 
second and third. Two ponies, one a British 
and the other an American, each had re- 
fusals, yet were placed third in their 
respective divisions, even though there 
were only two jumps, so theoretically 10 
per cent should have been removed from 
the scores. This is not favoritism on the 
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part of this writer, who admires good 
riding no matter where it originates, but 
it did seem that the American children 
for the most part performed better, One 
or two of the British ponies who placed 
displayed action more often found in the 
saddle type then the hunter type pony. 

Many paying customers, too, grumbled 
at the length of time - an hour and a half 
- that the Pony competition consumed, as 
they had mainly come for the International 
jumping and other adult events, The result 
was that the International stake was not 
over until 1 a.m., much to the annoyance 
of New York newspapermen who failed to 
make edition, even though the biggest 
papers in the land kept their pages open 
as long as they possibly could. It probably 
would be better to hold the Pony Inter- 
national during the day when more children

At the beginning of the meeting each 
individual reported on the state of Com- 
bined Training in his or her area, the 
events currently being held or in prospect, 
the courses and locations available, the 


interest and enthusiasm in the various 
localities. 

The discussion then turned to the set- 
ting up of national standards and conditions 
for Combined Training Events. It was felt 
that these should be drawn so as to en- 
courage competitors at all levels of pro- 
ficiency, including the most elementary, 
and so as to allow for considerable varia- 
tion according to local conditions. Several 
specific problems were brought out in this 
connection, including the setting up of 
state, regional, and national events. 

It was agreed that there is an urgent 
need for additional instructional centers 
in Combined Training such as the Green 
Mountain Horse Association’s Combined 
Training Center held at South Woodstock, 
Vermont for the past three years; and the 
Hideaway Stables Equestrian Combined 
Training Course near Rochester, N.Y.; 
and the Ken-Ala Three Day Event Train- 
ing Center, Montgomery, Ala., both in- 
stituted this year. 

It was also agreed that the primary 
purpose of any national Combined Train- 
ing organization should be educational 
and that its form of organization should 
be shaped accordingly. 

There was unanimous agreement that 
such an organization should give full sup- 
port to the U. S. Equestrian Team, Inc., 
and also should cooperate with our National 
Equestrian Federation, the American 
Horse Shows Association, which is the 
offical U. S. representative of the Federa- 
tion Equestre Internationale (F.E.1). 

For the furtherance of the above and 
pending the adoption of a permanent 
organization, it was decided to form a 
temporary U. S. Combined Training Com- 
mittee, of which A. Ma¢kay-Smith, Middle- 
burg, Va., was elected Chairman. The 
Chairman thereupon appointed Edward 
Harris, Jr., Rochester, N.Y., Chairman of 
a Sub-Committee on Organization to serve 
with Philip Hofmann, North Branch, N. J. 
and Irving Duffy, Birmingham, Mich. He 
also appointed H. Stewart Treviranus, 
Berryville, Va., Chairman of a Sub-Com- 
mittee to draft conditions and standards. 
Reports from these sub-committees were 
requested at the next meeting of the 
U.S.C.T.C. 

The Chairman also transmitted an offer 
from Mr. John Galvin of Rancho San Fer- 
nando Rey, Santa Barbara, Calif., to fly 
qualified horses and riders from the East 
and Mid-West to the Pebble Beach Three 
Day Event in July, 1960 - an offer which 
met with a most favorable response. 


Organization Meeting 

The second meeting of the U. S. Com- 
bined Training Committee was held in New 
York City on Sunday, November 8th. Pre- 
sent were A. Mackay-Smith, Chairman; 
Edward Harris Jr., Chairman of the Sub- 
Committee on Organization; H. Stewart 
Treviranus, Chairman of the Sub-Com- 
mittee on Conditions and Standards; Rich- 
ard Collins, Chef d’Equipe of the U. S. 
Three Day Event Team and Manager of 
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the Pebble Beach (Calif.) Three Day Event; 
Philip Hofmann of the Green Mountain 
Horse Association; Miss Iris Winthrop of 
the Myopia Hunt Horse Trials; and Captain 
John H, Fritz of the Essex Troop. 

Mr. Harris presented a proposed form 
of Constitution and By-Laws setting forth 
the following objects and policies:

methods for conducting combined training 
instruction courses and equestrian com- 
bined training events.

be educational and shall be developed 
through preparation and dissemination of 
manuals, through class and conference 
periods, and by means of trained, experi- 
enced instructors furnished by the Assoc- 
iation, 

2. This organization shall be non-com- 
mercial and no part of the net earnings of 
this Association shall inure to the benefit 
of any member or individual and no sub- 
stantial part of the activities of this Asso- 
ciation shall be the carrying on of propa- 
ganda or otherwise attempting to influence 
legislation. 

3. The Association shall not itself carry 
on the activity of operating a combined 
training course or event, but shall furnish 
instruction to others wishing to carry on 
such activities. 

After some discussion the Constitution 
and By-Laws were accepted as submitted,

DELAWARE MEETING UP

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The State And 
N.Y. Racing 


In an interview with Kent Hollings- 
worth published in ‘‘The Blood-Horse,” 
John W. Hanes commented as follows: - 
**I can’t understand how people can say we 
have turned over New York racing to the 
state,” said the president of the New York 
Racing Association. “‘Actually, we are 
freer from state control than any other 
racing association in the country. 

**Yes, the officers of the NYRA elected 
by the 20 trustees are subject to the ap- 
proval of the state racing commission. 
But the same is true of every officer, 
steward, jockey, trainer, exercise boy, 
and groom at every other track in the 


country. 





**The thing that makes us more in- 
dependent of political pressures than any 
other racing association is the fact that, 
by law, we are guaranteed 220 racing days 
each year for 25 years. All other race 
tracks must apply for dates each year, 
and these may be withheld any year, or 
withdrawn in the middle of a year, at the 
prerogative of a state racing commission, 
They can’t take our racing days from us 
unless they change the law. 

**Yes, we are non-profit, the state be- 
ing the only body which realizes any pro- 
fit from the organization, The same is 
true at Keeneland and at Delaware Park. 
I think we should be non-profit. What we 
actually have is the only franchise to 
gamble in New York, and I personally 
believe 20 private citizens should not be 
able to profit on such a thing to the 
exclusion of others. 

**But we haven't been subjected to any 
political pressures. Not a single soul has 
told us to do anything. Of course, our books 





are always open and, although not com- 
pelled to, we invite Mr. Ashley Cole of the 
racing commission to sit in on all our meet- 
ings. 

**I don’t believe we ever will be made 
to do something we don’t feel is good for 
racing. We control New York racing. And 
it seems to me that when honorable men 
get together and want to do the honorable 
thing, there is a very small chance for 
things to go wrong.” 

(The WE Hanes uses so frequently are 
the 20 members of The Jockey Club who 
own 5 $10 shares each in the NYRA. They 
are Hanes, George D. Widener, honorary 
chairman; James Cox Brady, executive 
vice president; Christopher T. Chenery, 
vice president and treasurer; Harry F. 
Guggenheim, Ogden Phipps, and Alfred 
Vanderbilt, vice presidents; and G. H. 
Bostwick, John C, Clark, Walter D. 
Fletcher, John W. Galbreath, George M. 
Humphrey, Howell E. Jackson, Walter M. 
Jeffords, Robert J. Kleberg, Jr., John A. 
Morris, John M. Schiff, F. S. von Stade, 
Joseph Walker, Jr. and John Hay Whitney, 
trustees.) 

“‘The trustees purchased their $50 
worth of stock, but, of course, realize no 
profit from it, and cannot sell their shares. 
Actually, all the shareholders have 
endorsed their shares and turned them over 
to us so as to prevent any difficulties in 
case of death. 

**The state government never gave us a 
penny. We borrowed $63 million on $1,000

capital and the confidence of New York 
banks in the integrity of the people behind 
the NYRA. Of course, we never could have 
got the loan unless we had a law which 
assured the banks that we would be racing 
for 25 years. We pay off on the loan $4 
million each year, the first $4 million 
realized each year from racing takes care 
of the debt service, then the state starts 
taking its cut.”

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Presidential Racing

What a refreshing experience on our 
Independence Day to see at the races at 
Hollywood Park the vice-president of the 
United States, the Honourable Richard M. 
Nixon was present to enjoy himself and 
decorate the winner of the American 
Handicap. By the happiest of coincidences 
then much in the news was Elizabeth Il 
Queen of England, who honoured by her 
presence the centennial renewal of the 
ancient Queen’s Plate, oldest stakes in 
North America, at New Woodbine Park at 
Etobicoke on the plains northwest of 
Toronto, 

Politicians on the level of president or 
vice-president of the republic do not often 
indulge the pleasure of an afternoon of 
racing. They seem to feel that such im- 
plied endorsement of the sport might meet 
with the disapproval of their constituents. 

In view of this archaic and careful 
attitude, it is not surprising that Mr. 
Nixon’s attendance at Hollywood Parkwas 
widely commented upon in the press. One 
prominent columnist brevetted him for 
bravery, saying: ‘‘For the first time with- 
in memory of recorded American political 
history a Vice President of the U.S, A. 
showed up at a race track and made no 
bones about it.’ And: ‘‘No elected Presi- 
dent ever dared allow himself get caught 
dead, or breathing noticeably at a race 
track,”” 

This, of course, is stretching it just 
a bit, although it is quite true that while 
statesmen frequently support racing, 
national politicians seldom do. Mr. Nixon 
has been to the races often enough for the 
news to be broadcast and there have been 
others. But the columnist hit very close to 
the truth of it. Politicians, usually realistic 
men, seem not to know that racing is 
America’s most heavily attended spectator 
sport and that most of those at a race 
track on any given date are of voting age. 
Mr. Nixon, answering a question, said 
rather ruefully that he was unable to stay 
well posted on results of routine racing, 
but that he did keep track of the better 
horses and the better races, Good for him! 

Not necessarily for the record, but just 
to refresh memories, let us recall that 
George Washington, him said by Light 
Horse Harry Lee to be ‘first inwar, first 
in peace, first in the hearts of his country- 
men,” was not only a breeder and patron of 
the races but on occasion managed race 
meetings. And who would forget the race 
at Alexandria’s Jockey Club when Thomas 
Jefferson’s roan colt beat his own beloved 
Magnolio (as Washington spelled it)? Would 
an entry from Washington’s diary be in- 
teresting? 

October 10, 1786: ‘In company with 
Major Washington (who with his wife re- 
turned yesterday evening from Fred- 
ericksburgh) and Mr. Lear went up to 


Alexandria to see the Jockey club purse 
run for (which was won by Mr. Snickers). 
Dined by invitation with the Members of it 
and returned home in the evening.” This 
was followed in the diary for the next 
day by: ‘‘Majr. Washington, his wife, and 
Nelly and Washington Custis went up to 
the races at Alexa. All but the Major 
returned to Dinner with Betcy and Patcy 
Custis along with them. I rid to all the 
Plantations, found most of my People had 
gone to the races.” 

Washington did not complain of this 
absenteeism among his farm help; he only 
reported it, A careful man and a con- 
scientious reporter, a grave diary entry 
before the Revolution (1772) recorded that 
he had experienced a bad day at the 
races, losing a pound, six shillings in 
bets. The last race meeting attended by 
Washington was in May of 1799, also at his 
cherished Alexandria course, which he had 
helped lay out as a young man in his 
twenties, almost a half-century before. 

Some observers have a distinct impres- 
sion that racing’s public relations express 
too often an apologetic tone, Thoroughbred 
racing has nothing in its background for 
which to apologize, Its pedigree is longer 
and better known than most of its critics. 
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ATLANTIC CITY STALL ASSIGNMENTS 

Danny Shea, Regional Representative, 
recentlyreported to the American Thor- 
oughbred Owners Association: - ‘‘On 
September 17th it was my pleasure to 
attend the Conference ca'led by the 
management of the Atlantic City Race 
Track concerning stall assignments at 
that track. It was a very worthwhile 
meeting and I was happy to sit in as a 
representative of the ATOA, 

“The following are the figures present- 
ed as those of 1959 concerning supply 
and demand: - 1, 1,432 stalls; 2. 1,135 
available for horses; 3. 3,000 stalls applied 
for; 4. 854 owner requests; 5. 283 trainer 
requests; and 6, 1,850 horses excluded, 

“After many suggestions were dis- 
cussed, the most workable and fairest 
seemed to be one called ‘The Point 
System.’ 1, 10 points for a good allowance 
horse; 2, Points decrease according to 
class down to one point for a $3,500 
horse and starting with 8 points for the 
horse that runs in a $15,000 claiming 
race. 

“In addition to this, a horse that 
has been running for $3,500 and has not 
been first, second, or third in the last 8 
starts is automatically eliminated from 
Atlantic City. 

“*It is the aim of the management to 
attract better horses. We agree that this 
system would accomplish this, be fair and 
workable.”
